The Government 
Prim ing Office is alleged to be m arked by 
incom peleccy and partisanship, such as to 
justify grave apprehensions on the part of 
Congress. The treatm ent of Union sol­ 
diers, widows and orphans of soldiers, 
skilled and competent mechanics and other 
employes of the office has been sham eful, 
and of itself justifies his sum m ary removal.

H e concludes: 
’Enough gross violations of the law and 
evidences of incompetency are shown by 
the testimony to w arrant the im m ediate re­ 
moval from office of the Public I’riDter.”

But the renunciation of these privileges 
was bought by giving American fishermen 
the right to fish along the coast of Labra­ 
dor and Mogdelene Islands, and now they 
wish to hold on to this, while they will not 
give up the old one. 
THE MEANS OF RETALIATION PROPOSED 
W as the w ithdraw al of the privilege to 
send goods through the United States to 
Canada. 
This privilege was secured by 
A rticleX X IX . of the W ashington treaty, 
and it required two years’ notice by the 
term s of tbe treaty before any article could 
be suspended. 
No notice of that kind had 
been given, and Cleveland, regardless of 
the sacred obligations of the treaty, pro­ 
posed to end this privilege w ithout notice 
and at a single stroke.

R ep ort o f th e Y ield iu th e F a st an d 
E u rop e. 
Emmet Wells’ weekly hop publication, 
for August 24th, says : “Just before going 
to press we received the following cable­ 
gram from a prominent St. Louis brewer, 
who is visiting in the Soalt district of Ger­ 
many : ‘Visiting this section with Stein & 
Koester, hop merchants of Mainz. Hop 
crop large. Quality superb. Harvest be­ 
gins September 3d.’ ” 


TH E NEW YORK M ABKST. 
The same publication says of the New 
York m arket: “There is biit little to add 
this week to what we reported last, the 
same general features prevailing now as 
then. The news from England continues 
most unfavorable for the crop, and the Lon­ 
don market has advanced another point. 
We cannot call prices higher here, but can 
say that last week's advance has been fully 
maintained. There has been some call for 
export, but not enough to add strength to 
the m arket; in fact the quality wanted by 
shippers is extremely scarce, and this re­ 
stricts the movement. As stated in our 
last, some contracts have been made tip in 
the interior at fifteen cents, but it is found 
this week that growers generally are less 
willing to close at this figure, and are ask­ 
ing more money. The hints thrown out 
that the new crop is likely to open at or 
near twenty cents makes the grower loth 
to contract at much below this figure: be­ 
sides, there is yet another week or ten days 
for the hops to remain upon the vine, dur­ 
ing which time great changes may take 
place. We think the English crop is past 
recovery, and what may be gained In 
quantity will be lost in quality, for there 
seems to be no let up to the bad weather 
over there.” 


ENGLISH H O P REPO RTS, ETC. 
Thomas YY’ild it Co., hop factors, London, 
under date of the 9th inst., say: “After our 
last report we had a continuance of most 
unfavorable weather, and in consequence 
the market had a further rise in values. 
This week the weather has changed, and 
it is most seasonable, and will be jus! whet 
is wanted to help the p lan t; but where 
there is vermin—and there is still a good 
sprinkling of it—it is thought it will have 
the effect of making the hops go black. 
Mold is also found in many districts, but 
sulphuring is being resorted to by the 
farmers. The first pocket of 1888 growth 
arrived on the market yesterdav. and was 
sold for £15 perewt ; this equals about 65 
cents per pound, your currency.” 
A cablegram da'fod London. August 24th, 
adds: “Since our 1 -t there is no improve­ 
ment 
whatever in our crop prospects. 
Considering tin* few hops on offer there 
has been a good trade done this week and 
prices are 5 to 10 shillings cearer.” 
The Cooper=town, (N. Y.), Republican says 
that hop picking has commenced in that 
vicinity, and offers of 25 cents per pound 
are made for the Palmer variety, and 17Í 
for Clusters. 
It is estimated at Malone", 
N. Y.. that 1he crop will not exceed fifty 
per cent, oflast year’s in yield. The same 
estimate is made by the New York Journal 
of Commerce as a proposition applying to 
the hop fields of that State in general.

He admitted the scarcity of equip­ 
ment. but said every effort is being made 
to obtain rolling stock to supplant the pres­ 
ent deficiency. After stating that the books 
of the company show very clearly that no 
sums have been appropriated without a 
proper accounting, Colonel Haymond went 
on to say : 
“A great deal has bean published lately 
about the railroad company being inter­ 
ested in politics. I want to state emphat­ 
ically it is not true that the Southern Pa­ 
cific Company is taking anv hand in any 
political contest in this State. 
It is not 
true, either, that any of the employes of 
the Southern Pacific Company have" been 
told by any one authorized to speak for the 
company, that their standing would be in­ 
jured or affected by any vote they would 
cast or any part they would take in politi­ 
cal affairs. There is not a man in the em­ 
ploy of the Southern Pacific Company iu 
theS:aie of Calif.rnia or elsewhere who 
cannot css- a ballot according to the dic­ 
tates of his conscience, without fear as to 
ther. u is to hims If” 
T. E. Stillman, the attorney whose name 
figured so prominently in tlie same article, 
describ'd it as a tissue of misstatements. 
To a Call reporter, who found him at his 
rooms at the Palace, last night, he said : 
“ The whole story Í3 so ridiculous that it 
contradicts itself. Since you ask about it, 
however, I will sav concerning Mrs. Searls’ 
relations to the Southern Pacific Company 
and the railroads managed by it, that Mrs. 
Siarls is not dissatisfied with" the manage­ 
ment of the railroad or the corporations 
directly or indirectly concerned or con­ 
nected with it. 
^ ‘‘Mr. Hubbard and myself," said Mr. 
Stillman, “ have for some time past been 
acting ts the attorneys and agents of Mrs. 
Searls.

THE LOWELL MURDERERS. 


T h e J u r y I m p a n e le d a n d th e E x a m in a - 
tlo n o f W itn e s se s B e g u n . 
The R ecord-U n io s' s special representa­ 
tive at Placerville sent the following tele­ 
gram last evening: 
The taking of testimony in the case of 
Myers, Olsen and Drager, for the marder 
of John Lowell on the 24th of March, com­ 
menced at 2 o’clock this afternoon. The 
jury was completed at the morning session, 
by the acceptance of George Askew and 
Thomas Worth. George H. Ingham has 
been entered of record, as attorney, to as­ 
sist in the prosecution of the case. District 
Attorney Bennet made the opening state­ 
ment to the jury, reciting the full particu­ 
lars of the murder. In doing so, he re­ 
ferred to John Stein as a man who kept a 
groggery. where idle and dissolute persons 
congregated, and where the three defend­ 
ants were stopping when they decided upon 
going to Lowell’s ranch, and stealing his 
horses. He spoke preity severely of Stein’s 
actions, and as soon as a recess was taken, 
Sttin, who is here as a witness for the pros­ 
ecution, telegraphed to his attorney. C. T. 
Jones, to come up and be present at the ex­ 
amination, 


AND PROTECT H IS INTERESTS, 
He having been held to answer in Sacra­ 
mento county to the charge of receiving 
stolen property, knowing the same to have 
been stolen. During the examination of 
Dr. B. Humruell as to his qualifications to 
sit as a juror he created considerable 
amusement by the positive character of his 
opinion that the defendants were guilty.

The testimony of the different witnesses 
on that point had not been very positive, 
though they thought it was the body oi 
Lowell. Lowell is supposed to have been

Of March, while the body was not found 
until the 2d of June. It was greatly de­ 
composed, and the flesh was all off the 
face and skull. In the morning William 
Lowell, son of the deceased, will he put 
upon the stand and testify that it was the 
body of his father.

A V e te ra n F ro m A w a y H a c k —W h a t a n 
O ld M a n H a s Seen* 
Levi Reed, of Fairfield, Solano county, 
who is in the city on a visit to his daughter, 
Mrs. Edward J. Norton, was present at the 
meeting of the “Veterans of '40'’ last even­ 
ing, and was introduced by John Rider. 
H e addressed the club at length, and in a 
manner surprising to those who had only 
conversed with the venerable man, for he 
is one of the most retiring, modest and 
slow-speaking of men, and while highly in­ 
telligent and of fine memory, one would 
not think him the man to interest a public 
meeting—but he did. Mr. Reed is older 
than any member of the Veteran Club. 
When he was born Washington had been 
dead but eight years, and the United States 
Government was bat twenty years old. He 
was a boy 6 years of age when the second 
war with Great Britain was still on ; he 
was 10 years old when the American’flag 
was adopted,

He was 25 
when the first reaping machine appeared 
in the harvest-field. When he was 28 abo­ 
lition newspapers were still mobbed and 
destroyed in the North. He was a man of 
30 years when the one-day brass-movement 
clocks were invented, and the oid wooden 
“bucket-weigh! grandfather” clocks went to 
the wall literally. He was 32 when the 
first iron-front building was erected and the 
first portrait was taken by the daguerreo­ 
type process in the United States, and Gen­ 
eral Harrison ran for President—and Mr. 
Reed voted for him and drank hard cider 
in real log cabins 
with 
coon skins 
in 
the corner 
and 
the 
iatch- 
strings outside. W hat wonderful changes 
Mr. Reed has seen, boy and man; the na­ 
tion rise from swaddling clothes to an em­ 
pire of wealth and power; the stage coach 
supplemented by ‘the rail car and the 
sloop by the steamboat; oil by gas and gas 
by electricity ; slavery by freedom; intol­ 
erance by free thought, free speech and free 
men ; the hand by the power press; the 
sickle by the harvester; the needle by the 
sewing machine. 
And Mr. Reed, hale, 
sound and at peace with all the world, bids 
fair to live to see the most glorious o f all 
the centuries give way to 1909.

The County Democratic Convention met 
at Turner Hall yesterday at 1:45 p. m . The 
350 delegates which were appointed by the 
County Central Committee were nearly ail 
present, there being but a very few proxies 
in the Convention. 
M. J. Burke, Chairman of the County 
Central Committee, called the Convention 
to order. He said : 
“ Gentlemen of the Convention : 
As 
Chairman of your County Central Com­ 
mittee I congratulate the Democracy on 
the excellent outlook in this county riot 
only for the success of the national nomi­ 
nees, but that of the local ticket as well. 
[Applause.] Since we last met in Conven­ 
tion in this county our National Conven-^ 
. 
tion met in St. Louis and nominated for^T’here was another man 
President 
and Vice-President of these 
United States two of America’s greatest 
sons, Grover Cleveland and Alien G. Thur­ 
man. [Prolonged applause and cheers.] 
I know that the Democracy of this county 
are wide-awake, they are full of enthusi­ 
asm. they will canvass every inch of the 
couuiy, they will measure swords at every 
turn with our opponents, the Republicans, 
from now till tbe sixth day of November, 
and success will attend their efforts.

It was a surprise, 
blit it was always a pleasant surprise to be 
called upon to preside over an assemblage 
of Democrats. He was pleased with the 
enthusiasm manifest in the Convention. It 
looks honest; it has a broad gauge and de­ 
termined appearance. We are on the top 
wave, and from the time the Convention at 
St. Louis named Cleveland and Thurman 
as our standard-bearers [applause], tbe 
smallest child in the Republic was aware of 
tbe fact that Democratic success was as­ 
sured, and that in November next victory 
will again perch upon the banners of the 
Democracy.

The Chair appointed as such committee 
Anthony Green, Isadore Townsend, Rich­ 
ard Singleton. Edward Manlove, John L. 
Houx, H. D. Nash and James Ellery. 
R. O. Cravens moved that a committee of 
five be appointed by the Chair, one fiorn 
each Supervisor District, on platform and 
resolutions. Carried. 
The Chair appointed on said committee 
R. O. Cravens, J. W. Hughes, J. N. Payne, 
Joseph Rouder and Solomon Kreeger. 
At 2 r. m . on motion of W. H. Devine, 
the Convention took a recess for half an 
hour, in order to allow the committees time 
to perform the duties assigned them. 
At 3 p. m . the Convention was again 
called to order. 
The Chairman read a telegram from the 
State Central Committee, announcing that 
the Hon. John P. Irish would address the 
citizens of Sacramento on Tuesday even­ 
ing next. He paid a high tribute to the in­ 
telligence and moral worth of Mr. Irish, 
saying be was one of the ablest orators 011 
the coast, and in ail probability would be 
the Democratic candidate for Congress from 
this district. 
The Committee on Permanent Organiza­ 
tion and Order of Business reported in fa­ 
vor of making the temporary the perma­ 
nent officers of the Convention. They sug­ 
gested that the nominations be made in the 
following order: Senator, Assemblymen, 
Superior Judge, Sheriff, County Clerk, Au­ 
ditor and Recorder, District Attorney, 
Treasurer, Coroner, Public Administrator, 
County 
Surveyor, 
Supervisors, 
Police 
Judge, City Justices,Township Justices end 
Constables. 
The report was unanimously adopted. 
Mr. LaRue again returned his thanks to 
tbe Convention for the honor conferred. 


TH E PLATFORM. 
R. O. Cravens. Chairman of the Com­ 
mittee on Piatlorm and Resolutions, went 
upon the platform and read the following 
report, which was frequently applauded. 
At the con clu sion of its readiDg it was 
u n an im ou sly a d o p ted ; 
The Dem ocracy of Sacram ento county, in 
Convention assem bled, reaffirms its adherence 
to the principles of the party as expressed in 
the N ational 
and 
State platform s recently 
adopted at the Conventions held at St. Louis 
and Los Angeles. 
Resolved, T hat in Grover Cleveland and Allen 
G. T hurm an, our nom inees for President and 
Vice-President, we recognize statesm en of tried 
integrity, pre-em inent abilitv and exalted pat­ 
riotism, representatives of 'th e best type of 
A m erican citizenship. 
We cordially approve th e recent message of 
th e President to congress, urging the adoption 
o f retaliatory m easures tow ard th e British Prov­ 
inces in C anada to secure protection to our trade 
and respect for our national dignity. 
We strongly urge our representatives in Cou- 
giess to aid in the speedy enactm ent of such 
law s as w ill clothe th e President w ith am ple 
power to punish Canadian aggression aud secure 
tor our citizens engaged in trade w ith Canada 
th e sam e privileges w hich our country has ex ­ 
tended to th e C auadia ; subjects o f the British 
Empire. 
We com m end to the approval of th e people of 
the United States the dignified, firm and p atri­ 
otic position assum ed by th e President in this 
controversy, aud we congratulate them on the 
possession of an A dm inistration th a t has shown 
its capacity to uphold the honor of our flag and 
to m aintain in its fullest dignity th e citizenship 
o f the Am erican Republic. 
Resolved, T hat we pledge our candidates for 
local offices to an econom ical adm inistration of 
local affairs, to th e end that all taxation m ay be 
reduced to a m inim um rate. 
Resolved. T hat we approve of a liberal ex ­ 
penditure for the im provem ent of public high 
ways, provided th a t the m oney collected from 
any road district shall be expended for the bene­ 
fit of th a t district only; and we recom m end th at 
the general road fund be expended in equal 
proportion am ong the several districts and w ith ­ 
out discrim ination in favor of any particular 
locality.
